book, “Heritage of Stone. 11 

Garrison was sub penned to 
testify in a Federal hearing to 
determine whether Shaw 
should be tried for perjury* 
Two years ago the retired 
New Orleans businessman 
was found innocent of charges 
he conspired to kill Mr. 
Kennedy* 

After the trial Garrison 
charged that Shaw had lied by 
testifying he did not know ei* 
ther the alleged assassin, Lee 
Harvey Oswald, or David Fer- 
ric, both now dead. 
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
